poration there stands a long block of 
three story brick houses on the westerly 
side of the street, containing three boani 
ing houses including the famous boarding 
house of Michael 
Coffey, which is num- 


bered 
10 
and 
17. 
This house and 


>Jahoney's on the Herrimack corporation 
are the two largest and best known in the 
city. 


The proprietors of the three Hamilton 


houses together with all the other tenants 
in the block above mentioned wcro_yester- 
day notified by the company to vacate 
•within thirty days as at the end of that 
time the buildings are to be torn down and 
replaced by a largo storehouse. 


For some time past it is said the Hamil- 


ton company has needed more room and 
has contemplated the building of a new 
store house on the site bounded by Mid- 
dlesex, Elliott, Jackson and a small private 
•way called Mnrston street, upon which a 
very large building can be erected. 


They have now decided to begin within 


a month and have ao notified the tenants. 
The new building Is expected to extend to 
Middlesex street. 


The private way mentioned will be 


closed up, probably, and It is likely that 
some complications between the Hamil- 
ton and Appleton corporations may arise 
for it Is said some claim the passageway 
belongs to the Appleton while others aver 
it Is owned by the Hamilton. 


The tenants are considerably agitated at 


the prospect oE being so suddenly thrown 
out of business and out of their homes.

Mustered Out. 


Tomorrow will be Memorial day, a day 


mado eficrcd to the memory of the dead, 
not the dead in general but the departed 
heroes who fought for their country in tho 
late war of the rebellion. 


It ia fitting that this clay should he a 


state holiday and given to the contempla- 
tion of the sacrifices of the nation's heroes 
as well as to honoring their memory. 


The local Grand Army posts 
contain 


most of the survivors of the Lowell con- 
tingent and most of them are tottering 
downward, some under 
infirmities con- 


tracted on the field, some from age alone 
but 
all are equally esteemed by every 


patriotic 
citizen 
as 
men 
worthy 


of the highest honors that can be con- 
ferred upon patriots. 


They honor their dead comrades, the 


state this day honors the survivors of that 
vast army that from April, ISCl.to Decem- 
ber, 1804, fought the might of southern 
treason and sealed the bond of union that 
shall endure forever. 


It will constitute nn instructive and 


patriotic lesson to recall thosa stirring 
times when the flower of Lowell's man- 
hood parted their nearest and dearest to 
risk their lives in their country's cause. 
They parted amid the huzzas of the mul- 
titude, even relatives, whom they parted 
perhaps never to meet again, cheering 
them on as they bade farewell to home 
and kindred to defend the holy cause of 
country. 


To every call for men Lowell made a 


generous response and she hud the honor 
of having the first martyrs of the war in 
her two brave song, Lttdd and Whitney, 
who fell at Baltimore. 


The historian of Lowell has essayed to 


compute the number of Lowell men who 
fell in the war, but to do this accurately 
would be impossible. There were at least 
550 Lowell men who were killed or died 
in the service. 
Cowley's history gives 
a. 


list which the author admits Is incomplete. 
Ho has a supplementary list that would 
swell the number very considerably. From 
year to year the graves of unknown sol- 
diers are being discovered, of men who did 
valiant service and after the close of the 
war entered some occupation in which 
they lived quietly in comparative obscur- 
ity until perchance some acquaintance re- 
countedjthe record of service In the array. 
Such was the case with Sergeant Cahill, a 
man who shot the captain of a rebel vessel 
and whose grave was recently discovered 
in the Catholic cemetery. So it waa with 
many others, but the Grand Army and re- 
cently the city of Lowell has done much 
to aid the veterans in their declining years 
and reward them in part for their patriotic 
sacrifices. 


Our only war mayor alive is Hon. 


Josiah G. Peabody, who though he had 
three sons in the thick of the fray is hale 
and hearty yet. 
Ex. Mayor Peabody has 


resided at the corner o£ Broadway and 
Wilder streets for the paat 38 years In a 
picturesque 
mansion surrounded by a 


garden and lawns. 


"Yes, I am the last of the war mayors, 


he said to a Sux reporter yesterday, with 
a kindly smile, "I was mayor of our city 
in '05, and believe me, it was the hardest 
year'8 work I ever did. 


"I was not In the war myself but the 


family was well represented, for my throe 
sons, Baldwin F., Morton N. and Frank 
C. Peabody were enlisted, and Baldwin 
was in the"Baltimore riot with the sixth 
regiment. 


"During my term of office I conceived 


the idea of nuking a statistical report of 
the number of men furnished by Lowell 
during the war and the cost of their en- 
listment and equipment, thinking that 
some day when a grateful general govern- 
ment wished to remunerate the city and 
state for its expense, such a report might 
be needed."

Gresh.im, which occurred at such an early 
hour Tuesday that It was not known to 
the. public until read in the morning 
piipers, for although the fatal termina- 
tion of the secretary's sickness hfid been 
forociast, there was no general apprehen- 
sion that tho end would come so soon. 


Flags were lowered to half-must on all 


public buildings and many buaine;is houses. 
Official business -was for the time laid 
aside by the higher officers ol the govern- 
ment, and the members of nil official cir- 
cles, together with prominent people in 
private life, hastened to the Arlington, 
where the Greshams have made their 
home in this city, to leave their cnrds and 
messages of condolence. The president 
and Mrs. Cleveland railed during tho 
morning, and "were for ha^ftn hour with 
Mrs. Andro\v6, the daughter of the deftd 
secretary of state, and Otto Grcshum, the 
eon. 


Afterward, the president and several 


members of the cabinet held a conference 
at the White House to consider the ar- 
rangements for the funeral, and later in 
tho day the president issued a proclama- 
tion, paving a warm tribute to the char- 
acter of his secretary of state, Thcro was, 
also, a meeting of tho diplomatic corps at 
the British embassy, -where appropriate 
action was taken. 


The funeral ceremonies in Washington 


were of a soml-ofllcial character, as they 
were held in tho east room of the White 
House, with the president and his cabinet, 
justices of the supremo court, ambassadors 
and ministers, representatives of the de- 
partments and tho army and navy and 
others present, and all ofucial business 
woe suspended for tho day. 


Tlie Funeral Procession. 


At tho conclusion of the funeral serv- 


ices at the executive mansion the funeral 
procession, under command of Major 
General Ruger, moved in the following or- 
der from the executive .mansion on to the 
'Baltimore and Ohio depot:

Principal >'eedB—How to Itcnjove CKncllo 
Grease—Slow to Care for a AViitcli—Holv 
to Tran»f«r >"ew«pttiier Pictures, 
Cooks should always havo two frying 


pans, and n third, not mnch bigger than 
B large plate, for omelets, frittors, etc., 
if they havo no saute pan. 
The pan 


must be kept delicately clean and nice; 
tho butter, dripping, lard or oil in 
•which the Csb, meat, etc., is fried react 
sl^r.ys be boiling hot before the meat is 
pnt into tho p?.n. The ralo ig that a 
enfficient quantity of fat must be thus 
heated in tho pan to cover the steal;, 
chop or •whatever ia to bo fried, frying 
being actually boiling in fat instead of 
•water. 2Intton chops do not require any 
fat in tho pan with them; they havo 
enough in themselves, but they must be 
o£ten turned and i^oved about to prevent 
them from burning. Cut and ekin tho 
chop nicely and season it with a little 
pepper before putting it in the pan. 
Lamb cutlet3 and Ir.mb chops must be 
egged and bread crumbed twice in or- 
der to look well. 
Steaks should, bo cut 


three-qnarters of an inch thick for fry- 
ing and should bo peppered, but not 


" hava salt pnt on them before they are 
cooked, ns it makes them hard. When 
done, a littlo salt is sprinkled lightly 
orer them. Cutlets a la inaintcuou and 
mullet are fried in buttered paper cov- 
ers. The first process in frying is to put 
enough dripping or butter in your pan 
to cover tho chop or steak -when the but- 
ter is melted. Then tho fat must bo 
tnado to boil in tho pan, and when at 
its greatest hent the substance to bo fried 
must bo plunged into it. Tho pan must 
then be lifted from tbo fire for a minute 
or two to prevent tho outside from get- 
ting black before the inside is done. 
Fish must bo woll drvjfl before frying, 
in a cloth v;ell spriulSecl •with flour, or 
first they may be wiped well, thorough- 
ly dried and dredged with flour. Tho 
fat should boat boiling poiut beforo the 
fish is pnt in, and it should bo well cov- 
-ered by tho liquid butter or oil, which, 
by tho way, is mnch the best for frying 
fish in, but it is expensive. 
Lard and 


drippings aro also used. Thofrying pan 
should never bo loft for a moment till 
tho flsh is dono.

How to JUcnibtitcli.

In attempting to draw fluo threads for 
hemstitching, as in many oilier things, i 
is only tho first step that costs, and, tho 
first thread being drawn, tho rest aro com 
niirutivcly easy. Care must be taken, how 
ever, in picking out tho thread after it has 
broken, as often happens, not to brouV 


How to Kemove CandJo Grease. 


Candle greaso is rjard to remove, but 


the stains can ba taken out by holding 
a rcdhot poker over the mnrk, not closo 
enoagh to scorch it, nnd placing a piece 
of blotting paper tmclerueath to absorb 
the -wax as it melts. When tho material 
is not very delicate, pnt a piece of 
blotting paper over the spot arid iron 
nntil all tfca grease is ont. A few sec- 
onds-will suffice. Thou rnb tho spot-wil'li 
eoine tissue paper. Grease spots ou velvet 
or cloth cnn bo removed by dropping a 
littlo turpentine over tha place and rub- 
Wng it dry with a piece of clcnn flan- 
nel. 
Continno this nntil tho grease hns 


vanished. If the nap of the velvet has 
liecorao flattened, raise- it by damping 
tho -wrong side, stretching it out and 
ironing it on tho •wrong side. This is 
best done by standing tho iromon end 
and passing tho velvet over it. 


How to Care For n IVatch. 


Now, in order to mako a watch keep 


as perfect time as possible, it mnst be 
•wound np at thu same time of day, and 
when it is not In nso must bo either laid 
down or hnng np, for \vatchss run dif- 
ferently according to tho way in which 
they are placed. In watches having a 
doable case, that over the watch glass 
should never ba left open. 
If each a 


watch it left open, even for ono night, 
tha glass is covered with, a thin film of 
dnst, which will gradually enter tbo 
works, even through the tiniest openings 
in the case, and thus cause disturbances. 
People should wind np thc-ir watches in 
tho morning, not only because they gen- 
erally rise more- regularly than they go 
to rest, hot alio because a spring fully 
wound np will moro readily overcome 
the disturbances which atfect tho cor- 
rect going of a watch during the move 
ment occasioned in wearing it. Springs 
will not break so easily if tho watch is 
carefully wound np, and is not placed 
directly out of tbo warm pocket agninst 
a cold wall or on a still colder marble 
slab, and for that reason a protective 
mat is desirable. 


A watch should be cleaned every two 


or at most "every three years, if it is de- 
sired to preserve it. In timo tbo oil de- 
composes, gets mixed with tbe particles 
of dust which enrcr tho works of even 
the best closing watch, begins to act ns 
a grinding material and wears out the 
working parts. The best watch will bo 
i=poiled in this way, and will never keep 
snch good time as befora It frequently 
happens that, a watch requires cleaning 
in less time than every two years, ac- 
cording as it closes badly or is exposec 
to toomnchduEt anddirt. Anyone hav- 
ing the misfortune to drop his watch in- 
to water or any other liquid shonlcl take 
it at once to tho watchmaker to have it 
taken to pieces and cleaned, for a delay 
of even an hour might spoil the watcb. 
forever. 


How to Transfer Xewsp&per Pictures. 
The liquid to bo used is made by dis- 


solving 1J-2 drams common yellow soap 
in a pint of hot water, adding when 
nearly cold 3J£ fluid ounces spirit of 
turpentine and shaking thoroughly to- 
gether. This flnid is applied liberally 
to tbe surface of theprintcd matter with 
a soft brush or sponge (being careful 
not to smear tho ink, which soon bo- 
comes softened) nnd allowed to soak for 
a few minutts; then well damp the 
plain paper on which tbo transfer is to 
be made, place it upon the engraving 
and subject the whole to moderate pros- 
stirs for about a minute. On separating 
them a reversed transfer will ba found 
on the paper. 


HOTT to Polish a StoTe. 


Put on a pair 01 stout leather gloves 


and apply the blacking with the round 
part of an ordinary shoe brush, called a 
dauber. The other side of the ?ame 
brush is used in polishing with light, 
even strokes, like an expert bootblack. 
Soft paper bags, such as come from the 
grocer, tept to accumulate, are used two 
or three at a time slipped over the glove, 
and rubbed over the stove once each day. 
Polish need only be applied once a-we.efe. 
Wipe all-dust from the stove Dtcore apr 
plying polish.

Tomorrow will be Memorial day, a day 


made sacred to the memory of tlie dead, 
not the dead in general but the departed 
heroes who fought for their country in the 
late war of the rebellion. 


It is fitting that this day should be a 


state holiday and given to the contempla- 
tion of the sacrifices of the nation's heroes 
as well as to honoring their memory. 


The local Grand Army posts contain 


most of the survivors of the Lowell 
con- 


tingent and most of them arc tottering 
downward, some under 
infirmities con- 


tracted on the field, some from ago alone 
but 
all are 
equally esteemed by every 


patriotic 
citizen 
as 
men 
worthy 


of the highest honors that can he con- 
ferred upon patriots. 


They honor their dead comrades, the 


state this (.lay honors the survivors of that 
vast army that from April, 1801,to Decem- 
ber, 1SIM, fought 
tlie might of southern 


treason and .sealed the bond of union that 
shall endure forever. 


It will constitute an instructive and 


patriotic lesson to recall those stirring 
limes when the llowcr of Lowell's man- 
hood parted their nearest and dearest to 
risk their lives In their country's cousc. 
They parted amkl the huzzas of the mul- 
titude, even relatives, whom they parted 
perhaps never to meet again, cheering 
them on as they bade farewell 
to home 


and kindred to defend the holy cause of 
country. 


To every call for men Lowell made a 


generous response and she had the honur 
of having the flrst martyrs of the.war in 
her two brave sons, Ladd and Whitney, 
who fell at Baltimore. 


The historian of Lowell has essayed to 


compute the number of Lowell men who 
fell in the war, but to do thia accurately 
would be Impossible. 
There were at least 


550 Lowell men who were killed or died 
in the service. 
Cowley's history gives a 


list which the author admits is incomplete. 
He has a supplementary list that would 
swell the number very considerably. From 
year to year the graves of unknown sol- 
diers are being discovered, of men who did 
valiant service and after the close of the 
war cnf.ercd some occupation in which 
thev lived quietly in comparative obscur- 
itv until perchance .soino acquaintance re- 
connted^the record of service in the army. 
Such was the case with Sergeant Cahill, a 
man who shot the captain of a rebel vessel 
and whose grave was recently discovered 
in the Catholic cemetery. 
So it was with 


many others, but tho Grand Army and re- 
cently the city of Lowell has done much 
to aid the veterans in their declining years 
and reward them in part for their patriotic 
sacrifices. 


Our only war mayor 
alive is Hon. 


Josiah G. 1'eabody, who though he had 
three sons in the thick of the fray is hale 
and hearty yet. 
Ex.Mayor Peabody has 


resided n't the corner of Broadway and 
Wilder streets for the past ;)S years in a 
picturesque 
mansion surrounded by a 


garden and lawns. 


"Yes. I am the last of the war mayors," 


he said to a SUN reporter yesterday, with 
a kindly smile, "I was mayor of our city 
in 'CO, and believe me, it was the hardest 
year's work I ever did. 


"I was not in the war myself 
but -the 


family was well represented, for my three 
sons. "Baldwin F., Morton X, and Frank 
C. 1'rnbody were enlisted, and 
Baldwin 


was in tbe'Baltirnore riot with the sixth 
regiment. 


"During my term of ortice I conceived 


the idea o"f milking a statistical report of 
the number of men furnished by Lowell 
during the war and the cost of their en- 
listment and equipment, thinking that 
some day when a grateful general govern- 
ment wished to remunerate the city and 
state for Its expense, such a report might 
be needed."

to Late Sec'y Cresham. 


IMPRESSIVE 3KKVJCKS AT TUK 


WHITE HOUSE 


Attended By All tlie Dignitaries of 


tlie Capital. 


SPENT TWO MONTHS IN PRISON 


FOR NO CHIMB. 


"WASHINGTO.V, May 2«.—Washington waa 


hardly prepared for the announcement, of 
the death of Secretary of Stale "Walter Q. 
Gresham, which occurred at such an early 
hour Tuesday that it was not known to 
the public until read in the morning 
papers, for although the fatal termina- 
tion of the FPcre 
i.in-} 
p's sickness had been 


forecast, there was no general apprehen- 
sion thf,t tho end would conn; so soon. 


Flags were lowered to half-mast on all 


public buildings andmnny business houses. 
Official business iva.s for the time laid 
aside by the higher officers of the gnvcrn- 
ment, and the members of all olTicial cir- 
cles, together with prominent iieople in 
private life, hu'itenMl to tho Arlington, 
where the Greshams have mado their 
borne in this city, to leavo thoir cards and 
Tjie>5ar-cs of condolence. Tho president 
and Mr?. Ciovehind called during tiio 
morning, and were for ha^iin hour with 
Mrs. Andrews, the daughter of the dead 
secretary of state, and Otto GvuslmiD, tho 
EOD. 


Afterward, the president and several 


members of the cabinet held a conference 
at tho White House to consider the ar- 
rangements for the funeral, and later in 
the day the president Issued a proclama- 
tion, paying o. vrarm tribute to tho char- 
acter of his secretary of state. Tliero waa, 
also, a meeting of tho diplomatic corps at 
the British embassy, where appropriate 
action -was taken. 


Tho funeral ceremonies in Washington 


were of a semi-official character, as th"j' 
•were held in tho east room erf the White- 
House, with the president and his cabinet, 
justices of the supreme court, ambassadors 
and ministers, representatives of the de- 
partments and the army and navy and 
others present, and all official business 
•was suspended for the day. 


The l-hmernl 1'rocosdton. 


At tho conclusion of the funeral serv- 
ices at tho executive mansion the funeral 
procession, under command of Major 
General Ruger. moved in the following or- 
der from the executive mansion on to the 
Baltimore and Ohio depot: 


Military escort, consisting of all the 


regular troops and militia in the District 
of Columbia. 


Clergy and physicians who attended tha 
deceased. 
Pall-bearers and hearse. 
Relatives of the deceased. 
Places were reserved for the president 


and heads of departments, members of vse 
senate and house of 
repn.'seutiitivci, 


justices of the supreme court and diplo- 
matic corps. 


The routo of the procession was by way 


of Pennsylvania avenue to the depot. The 
following officers were the aides to Major 
General Kuger: General T. II. Vincent, 
Colonel K. C. Corbin, Major W. P. Alles, 
J. C. Muhlcnburg, Captains Crosby Miller, 
C. W. Whipple, Kogers Byrne}-. G-. J.

Major General Ruger commanded all 


of the military forces stationed about tho 
Capitol, -which acted as an escort for tha 
funeral party from the White House to 
the depot, where a special train was in 
readiness to convey the party to Chicago.

A BONE OF CONTENTION. 


Colombia Means to 'Acquire Mosquito Tcr- 


rltory if It Bo Possible. 


[Copyrighted, 1893,] 


COLON, May 39.—The Colombian press 


has very generally taken up tho question 
of Colombia's claim to the Mosquito terri- 
tory, and are clamorous in their demand 
that the government should urge the 
claim. This claim is based upon a royal 
order of the King of Spain, dated 1803, 
under which the Mosquito coast was an- 
nezcd to Santa Fe de Bogota. 


It is claimed that when Colombia gained [ 


her independence in 1810 she became tho 
rightful possessor of tho Mosqnito terri- 
tory, and exevcined dominion over it until 
3824. It is denied that Colombia ever re- 
linquished her dominion over this territory 
in tho treaty with the Central American 
states. General Beiigifo has pointed out 
that tha claim, to Mosquito is involved in 
an arbitration between 
Colombia. and 


Costa Bica submitted to Spain, and which 
is likely to bo resumed,

• Stained floors gain in favor. Nowhere 
uro they moro fitting than in sleeping 
looms, where sweetness of atmosphere is 
rssential. 
One o£ the best tnown stains, 


thcap and pernmnout, Is permanganate ol 
potrush. l It not only stains vrootl a, lasting 
brown color, but it acts as a purifier and 
disinfectant as well. 
Use an ounce of the 


crystals to n, gallon oE boiling water, stir- 
ring well; lay oil quickly with a largo, 
Oat, painter's brush, working with tho 
grain of the wood, never across it. 
A 


smaller brush -will be useful for .corners 
iiiil orovices. To protect tho hands, a pair 
of rubber or heavy glovea should bo used. 
Stains, however, may bo removed from 
the flesh by the use of lemon juice. Should 
tho color nob bo sufficiently dark another 
application may be made, the addition of 
Bomo Vandyke brown or brown umber 
deepening the tono and fllliug tho grain. 


After tho staining is effected linseed oil 


can bo applied, -wiping dry with cloth. 
Afore than ono application o£ tho oil 
will bo an Improvement. 
Ono may Icnvo 


tiio floor as finished at this point, or fur- 
ther polish it with bceswax and turpen- 
tine, or the final conting may consist of 
shellao or varnish put on evenly with a 
brush. 


Tho varnished floor requires to bo dust- 


ed daily and to bo rubbed occasionally 
with a rug "wet with linseed oil and tur- 
pentino. 
The Decorator and Furnisher 


remarks In conclusion to tho foregoing 
that while varnished floors require loss 
care than the waxed they nro apt to.wear 
out and look shabby in spots and arc not 
BO easily renewed. Wax suitable for floors 
is of tho consistency of butter and is ap- 
plied with a stiff brush or picco of flannel. 
It Is well rubbed Into tho grain and pol- 
ished with a coarso cloth or scrubbing 
brash. 
Tliero aro weighted brushes vrlth 


long handles sold for the purpose.

Uoir to HemBtitch. 


It is very much tho fashion to havo bed 


linen ns well as table linen hemstitched. 
In attempting to draw flne threads for 
hemstitching, ug in many other things, it 
is only the first stop that costs, and, the 
first thread being drawn, tho rest are com- 
paratively easy. Care must bo taken, how- 
ever, In picking out the thread after It has 
broken, aa often happens, not to breat

any of tho neighboring threads by forcing 
the uoedlo through them. Innelinen must 
bo rubbed thoroughly soft before attempt- 
ing to draw a thread, and noc until every 
bit of dressing is rubbed out is it wise to 
begin operations. 


Then having drawn four or sis threads 


at ELS many inches from the edge as re- 
quired, and according to tho fineness of 
tho linen and the purpose for which it is 
to bonsed, turndown tho edges a quarter of 
an Inch deep and carefully baste down tho 
hem exactly to tho edge of the drawn 
threads. 
At the corners part of tho edge turned 


down must bo cut away, as it would other- 
wist) ba too thick. 
The method in -which 


this should bo done can easily be ascer- 
tained by examining a hemstitched pock- 
et handkerchief. Hold the corner up to the 
light, and it will be seen how tho inner 
portion is cut away nearly to the edge to 
thin it nnd the outside edge neatly seanicd. 
Having basted tho hems and "thinned" 
tho corners, proceed to hem by passing the 
needle under five or srs threads, according 
to tho fineness; then draw tho thread close 
and make a hemstitch in tho hem- 


Hold tho hem upside down, or the con- 


trary way to plain hemming; put'tho nec- 
dlo through or under the threads from 
right to left; pull tho thread somewhat 
tightly round, as if making a buttonhole 
stitch; make a hemstitch in the lu;m. 
Make a second fit-Itch in the hem and pro- 
ceed, 
Tiio hem can also be held the right 


or usual way up and bo worked from left

to right, if found more convenient. 
The 


hemstitches have only to bo Inserted in an 
npwirrd direction, but having to work from 
left to right it seems altogether left hand- 
ed and "contrary" to one used to hemming 
in the ordinary fashion. 


Tlio Seat "Way to Thicken Soups. 


. "There ia a best w~y to do evcr3-thing," 
says the philosopher Emerson, "even to 
boil an Ggg." Flour, cornstarch, ground 
rico or arrowroot powder may bo used to 
niako tho thickening material — tho French 
call it the binding — of soups. Those may 
bo mixed with water or with milk or Siln 
cream. 
Or instead of them the yolks ot 


eggs beaten very light in water er milk 
may be used. Only, according to Good 
Housekeeping, observe tliafollowingpoints: 
1, The thickening should never be added 
to the soup until it is just about to be 
served. 3- The thiekeniugmaterial should 
be mixed in a bowl, and there should bo 
added to it very slowly about a cupful ot 
tho hot soup, stirring all tho time. 3. This 
should then be poured into a saucepan and 
cooked for about three minutes on tho side 
of the range, stirring continually, and 
then poured into the soup, 
4. The soup 


must never bo allowed to boil after thick- 
ening has been added and should nofi 
stand more than a very few minutes before 
serving. 


English Boiled 


Put the eggs into cold water, bring it 


gradually to a boil and allow to boil for 
t>vo minutes. This will give a soft boiled 
egg of excellent flavor. If a harder product 
Is desired, .continue the boiling for two to 
four minutes longer, according to the de- 
gree of rigidity to be attained. 


Tapioca. Grlddlo Cokes. 


Soak a cupf nl of tapioca in a quart of 
milk overnight. Next morning stir thor- 
oughly. until dissolved. • Add one half tea- 
spoonful salt, one • beaten egg, one tea- 
spoonful baking powder. Stir In a pint of 
flour to a thick batter. Bake on a hot grid- 
dle.
